Bardsley, his wife and niece be re- 
strained from negotiating and com- 
pelling them to transfer it to the city 
authorities; it also asked that Glen- 
denning & Co. be compelled to ex- 
plain the transactions which led to 
Bardsley getting the due bill.

IRRIGATION. 


Celenel’s Hinton’s Observations 
About the Work in the West. 
The following from the San Fran- 

cisco Mulletin gives some idea of what 

is being done in the above line: Col- 
onel R. J. Hintun of the Irrigation 

Survey Branch of the Department of 

Agriculture at Washington is in this 

city. After resting a day or two here 

Mr. Hinton will go to Western Ne- 

vada, then to the northern ‘part of 

this State, the Northwest generally 
and back to Washington by July 15th. 

His duties include the finding of new 

areas in which extended irrigation is 

under way or where it should be un- 
dertaken, the description of such dis- 
tricts, the work in which, either com- 
nleted or under way, is of such a sat- 
isfactory nature as to warrant its use 
asa guide, and, third, the description 
of districts where irrigation is obtained 
by special methods, such as under- 
flow, artesian wells, tunnels or pipes, 
as in Southern California. He says 
great progress has been made in irri- 
gation matters east of the Rocky 
raountains. On the plains capital has 


‘| been largely invested by private com- 


panies, and the result of investiga- 
tions is satisfactory to the extent that 
water may be obtained from wells, by 
drainage, through gravitation or sur- 
face irrigation, sufficient for a portion 
of every quarter section, and enough 
o insure crops and to payed a fam- 
ily. Having examined the irrigation 
system of Northern New Mexico, he 
declares that by it an area of 50, 000, - 
000 acres of land will be added to the 
arable lands of the United States at 
altitudes hitherto considered out of 
range. He speaks very highly of the 
system of irrigation of the Bear Val- 
ley Company, San Bernardino county.
